His political future depends on it be- 
cause if he did not retain a working 
majority the critics would interpret 
this as a sign of lack of confidence 
in his administration and the opposi- 
tion to his proposals would be such 
in th© December session as to make 
political capital against the Repub- 
lican party. 


So while individual senators and 


representatives may be worried about 
their own elections, the biggest single 
•worry is that which should emanate 
from the White House. And yet with 
all that is at stake, Mr. Coolidge is 
not engaging in the campaign at all. 
Except for a veiled suggestion to the 
voters of Massachusetts, 
his home 


state, to help Senator Butler, there 
has been no hint of the president's 
anxiety about the result. 


Other presidents have written let- 
ters to individual members of con- 
gress praising their respective record 
and the publication of such testimoni- 
als has been of_great help, but MJ-. 
Coolidge hast - studiously 
refrained 


-from beseeching^"the voters 'to give 


him evidence of their confidence. 


M*ANS MUCH TO COOLIDGE 
Should the Republicans hold their 


majority, it will mean even more to 
the' president personally than if he 
had actively sought public support 
for his paVty. 
Only the tabulation 


of votes on election day can tell whe- 
ther the presidential strategy 
was 


wise. In 1924 such was achieved to 
no small extent by the indulgence of 
the president in a minimum of con- 
troversy and a maximum, of silence. 


All this it not saying that Mr. 9°°". 


lldge will keep absolutely mum 'be- 
tween now and election day. 
Quite 


the contrary is probable. But the 
paucity of his comments will be sig- 
nficant and noticeable. The president 
probably will go to Massachusetts to 
vote. 
The fact that he will do so 


will be announced in advance. That's 
one stroke. Again a letter emphasiz- 
ing the achievements of the Repub- 
lican party in congress may suddenly 
appear some day between now and 
election. That's another old-fashion- 
ed weapon of defense. 


SUPPORTERS ARE ACTIVE 


But if the president is trying to help 


by Implicit statement, the niember 
of his administration are active and 
explicit. Cabinet members are on the 
stump and assistant secretaries are 
hooked by Republican headquarters 
to address many political gatherings. 
Although Mr. Coolidgo betrays little 
evidence of it, the atmosphere this 
month all around him Is political and 
there can be no doubt even in the 
mind of tho casual visitor that a crit- 
ical political campaign is on. 


Broadly speaking, the administra- 


tion expects to win. Disturbing re- 
ports from various sections have come 
in and there is no such certainty as 
heretofore that the border states like 
Kentucky, Missouri and Maryland 
•will give tho Republicans the vote 
they have given in years when a pres 
ident has been running.

"The \\ orld has no business to know 


the object of my love declared in this 
manner to you when I want to con- 
ceal it. Adieu to happier times if I

Gwinn, Mich.—OP)—Accused and ac-

for several days after their disappear- 
ance, with the only clew a

Vocational School Not Large 
' Enough to Handle All Eve- 


ning Classes 


Because or the phenomenal growth 


of tho evening: school at Appleton Vo- 
cational school and the lack of room 
to care for the large number of pu- 
pils enrolled, school authorities have 
begun to search for a place where a 
program of expansion can be carried 
on. Two places are available in the 
downtown district, according to Herb 
Heiligr, director. The first is the Ap- 
pleton Senior high school building and 
the second the Y. M. C. A. 


Lack of room for academic courses 


is most noticeable at present. There 
are only four class rooms in the Voca- 
Uonal school fitted with desks,or arm- 
chairs. These rooms are in use five 
nights aavreek and therefore accommo- 
date 20 classes. There are 24 classes 
which must be cared for each week 
and this means that four classes can- 
not meet until additional room is 
found. One class in sewing is now be- 
ing held in a private home. 


It is to accommodate four classes at 


the Y. M. C. A. building at a small 
weekly rental, but this will not allow 
for a program of expansion, according 
to Mr. HeUigr. The question of allow- 
ing the use of the high school build- 
ing for evening school purposes is be- 
ing investigated by the school board. 


Between 300 and 500 persons were 


turned away from school this year be- 
cause they could not join the classes 
they desired. It also is impossible to 
add more classes as there is no place 
to hold them. 


Four jears ago, according to Mr. 


Heilig, the evening school was meeting 
twice a week. It met with such great 
success that in two years classes were 
being held four nights a week. This 
year classes are being held five nights 
•a week and yet it is necessary to turn 
away many people who wish to at- 
tend. Classes in sewing and all kinds 
of)shop -work are the most popular al- 
though' every course offered has nearly 
a full registration and in many in- 
stances it was necessary to limit the 
class only to those especially suited to 
that particular study.

driver is a potential killer^because of his 
inability to control the death-dealing ma- 
chine he is attempting to pilot.

Escapes Its Quota of 


"-Serious

Physician States

In spite of the fact that with the 


opening of school each year prac- 
tically rvery city experiences a great 
deal of contagion, AppMon has escap" 
cd nearly all serious illness this year, 
according to Dr. William C. Felton. 
city physician. Since the opening of 
school there has been three cases of 
diptheria, two cases of measles and 
seven cases of whooping cough. No 
other contagious diseases have been 
noted. 
' 


In each instance of diptheria the 


disease has not been serious and one 
of the children was pronounced well 
and allowed to return to school last 
•week. Both of the' remaining cases 
•will be released this week, according 
to the city doctor. 


Although any contagious disease is 


always serious tho 
two cases of 


measles and the scattering cases of 
•whooping cough are not to be taken 
as alarming signs, as they are being 
held in check, Dr. Felton said Tues- 
day. 


The reason for the spread of conta- 


gious disease with the 
opening of 


school was explained by Dr. Felton as 
being caused by "carriers." This type 
of child is one whoso body harbors 
disease germs without suffering from 
the effects of the disease. Another 
child sitting nearby the "carrier" will 
breathe the bacteria and, if his blood 
does not possess the qualities needed 
to resist the disease, he becomes ill. 
There is no way of determining the 
carriers and therefore the opening of 
school always brings a certain amount 
of contagious diseases although the 
percentage in Appleton this fall is 
much lower than usual. 


If a child shows any symptoms of 


a. serious contagious disease, his par- 
ents are advised to call in the family 
physician at once instead of attempt- 
ing to cure the. child with home rem- 
edies. Parents never know whether 
the youngster has a serious disease 
or not, it is pointed out. 


"Many parents do not call a doctor 


because they object to being quar- 


- antlned or placarded," Dr. Felton said. 


But they must think of the good of 
the community rather than of per- 


- sonal discomfort. It is through tho 


system of placarding and quarantin-

Wolf River Beauty Worth 


More Than Power- Catlin 


Construction of 
reservoirs 
and 


dams on the "Wolf river In the Menom- 
Jneo reservation to provide power for 
electric plants as proposed by power 
companies at a recent hearing in Mil- 
waukee will not in any way decrease 
the rush of water in the spring of 
each year as was suggested by Allan 
H. Tripp in a recent letter to The 
Post-Crescent. Mark S. Catlin declares 
in a statement replying to Mr. Tripp's 
letter. Mr. Tripp, as president of the 
Association for Relief of High "Water, 
intimated that the survey should be 
permitted and that perhaps utilization 
of Wolf river water power would be 
a good thing. Mr. Catlin, who is an 
ardent conservationalist. believes the 
beauties of the Wolf river, with its 
splendid Ashing, should be conserved 
for future generations and he is ofe 
the opinion that power dams will only 
increase the flood waters 


Mr. Catlin's statement follows: 
"There has recently appeared in sev- 


eral state papers an article headed, 
"The Truth about the Menominee In 
dian Reservation Power Project." The 
author of that article Is very careful 
to tell the people that he Is telling the 
truth about it. 
"I attended the hearing at Milwau 


kee on September 16, in which the 
"Wisconsin Power company was ask- 
ing for a permit to make a prelimin 
ary survey on the "Wolf river within 
the Xlenomineo Indian Reservation, 
and* at that time spoke against the 
granting of that permit. The grant- 
ing of this permit by the Federal "Wa- 
ter Power commission means .that for 
a period of three years the applicant, 
whoever it may be, shall have the ex 
elusive right to make such surveys 
as they see fit for the purpose of deter- 
mining how much waterpower there is 
in a given area and what they can 
develop in this particular area. Now 
this means that the company having 
this permit can keep every other com' 
pany out of this territory It stifles 
competition and gives no adequate ba- 
sis for the government or for anyone 
else to make an adequate survey of 
this territory and gives the company 
holding this permit a. chance to ac- 
quire a waterpower at 
practically 


their own figures, and at this hearing 
the attorneys for this company very 
frankly said that this was approxi- 
mately what they intended to do. 


"Now the author of these articles, 


Mr. Allen H. Tripp of Oshkosh, Wis- 
consin, is Interested in the- prevention 
of high water along the lower Wolf 
and Fox rivers. His argument Is to 
the point that if power dams are erect- 
ed upon the Wolf river in the Indian 
reservation that it will have a. tend 
ency to store up the waters of the 
Wolf and prevent them from coming 
down into the flooded areas at times 
of high water. On the contrary, it 
appears to me that Just the reverse 
of what ho states will happen. It Is 
proposed to make six dams within the 
Indian 
reservation over 
the first 


tv.-elve miles from 
Keshena Falls 


north along the Wolf river. Now thesw 
dams are going to be erected NOT for 
the purpose of storing up water bit 
for the purpose of making a head of 
water so that power plants may be 
operated. That is the first and pri 
mary purpose of the dams and reser- 
voirs back of them when electric light 
power companys are involved. They 
maintain their waters at the level on 
the crest of the dams for power pur- 
pose only, and if a succession of six 
dams as now proposed from Keshena 
north to Sullivan Falls is made, it will 
make -also a continuous sucession of 
reservoirs over that territory and In 
case of high water what will happen? 
If the reservoirs are maintained at the 
crest of the dam where the power 
companies must necessarily maintain 
them for the best electrical power 
purposes, then a given volume of wa- 
ter poured in at the north end of 
these reservoirs will pass through the 
Indian reservation over this territory 
at an Infinitely greater speed than it 
would if the river was left in its nat- 
ural shape where rocks and gorges 
and what not interfere with the flow 
and hold it back. If you pour a pall 
full of water into one side of a reser- 
voir., it instantly has its effect upon 
the other side, and the argument that 
these reservoirs will help 
to stem 


the floods coming down the Wolf Is 
simply absurd on the face of it, be- 
cause the power companies are inter- 
ested In power flrst, last and all the 
time and not in the storage of waters.

Trunk Highway No. 55 has been open- 
ed up paralleling the Wolf River for 
twenty miles North of Keshena Falls 
and that territory has been a mecca for 
tourists of practicaly every state in the 
nation and for a large part of the tour- 
ist season of 192G the daily visits in this 
territory have been in excess of five 
thousand people. The tourists are an- 
nually bringing Into Wisconsin thous- 
ands upon thousands of dollars and if

CONSTITUTION MADE 
FOOTBALL OF LAW 
BY 18TH AMENDMENT 


McGillan Warns Credit Men 


That 
War With Yellow 


Races Is Approaching 


The Eighteenth 
amendment de- 


grades the constitution of the United 
States because it makes the constitu- 
tion the instrument and the law itself, 
instead of authorizing congres-s to pass 
legislation to prohibit the sale or man- 
ufacture of intoxicating liquor, in, the 
opinion of Judge. James H. McGillan 
of Green Bay. w ho addressed about nf- 
ty members of the ObhKosh Associa- 
tion of Credit Men Wednesday evening 
at Hotel Northern. Practically ever\ 
city in the Fox River valley, as well as 
Boveral others, was represented at the 
meeting. 
Judge McGillan deplored the fact 


that "the prohibition amendment has 
made the constitution the football ol 
the courts" by making it a law. in- 
stead of a means to pass a. law. "I am 
not opposed to prohibition itself. If I 
•were in congress, I 
should support 


•wholesome measures for the restric- 
tion of the liquor traffic—but I \\ould 
never vote for the Eighteenth amend- 
ment, as it now stands." he declared. 


TRACES HISTORY 


He traced the "God-inspired" efforts 


of the founders of the constitution in 
drafting the instrument which made 
the United States possible, declaring 
that they had struggled for weeks re- 
garding the insertion of one word, or 
even of a. single comma. 


"If you could bring some of the 


amendments of the- constitution, as 
they now stand, to those early Amer- 
icans for their approval and adoption, 
they would look, at you in wonder- 
ment and think you were insane," he 
told his audience. He stressed the 
jealonsly with which state rights were 
guarded, pointing out that the con- 
stitution was considered a power of 
attorney, whereby limited rights were 
transferred. 


Judge McGillan stressed the danger 


• o£ rushing amendments through con- 
gress and the various states, and con- 
demned the efforts recently made to 


• permit congress to over-rule the deci- 
sions of the United States Supreme 
court. If these efforts were success- 


•. till, it -would be possible, he main- 
tained, to deprive many citizens of 
their rights to vote by imposing pro- 


• p«rty qualifications. 


SEE ANOTHER WAR 


America's 
need for 
preparedness 


: also was -urged by Judge McGillan. He 
told his audience that 57,000 young 
men and women had signed pledges 


• in America never to aid their coua- 
• try, directly or indirectly, in the event 
' of war. 
"The idea of pacificism is 


not new," he said. "Three thousand 
' years before the birth of Christ Chi- 
' nese philosophers were dreaming it. 


but still there is war.

"Some of you men here tonight 


•will live to see another great war. It 
will be the conflict between the yellow 


- hordes and the white race. It is th 


prayer of the Bedouin and the> Ja] 
and the Indian and the Chinaman 
each to his god, that the infidel, as 
they call us, may be wiped from the 
face of the earth," Judge McGillan 
averred. 


To demonstrate the animosity of 


the Japanese for Americans, Judge 
ilcGIllan gave an account of a fare- 
well between the officers of a United 
States squadron 
and the 
Japanese 


naval officers at Tokio, shortly before 
the earthquake in Japan. It 
is a 


custom, he explained, for a visiting 
fleet to invite officers of the home 
port abroad on the evening before the 
fleet leaves harbor. 


At the last moment, contrary to 


precedent, the Japanese officers filed 
abroad the flagship, and silently took 
their places. In violation to the rules 
ot hospitality, they conversed between 
themselves in the Japanese language, 
and paid scant 
attention to their 


hosts.

If it had not been for that 
earthquake, God alone knows what 
the result would have been.
